Discrimination in the price of electric 
lights, as far-reaching in its effect as the 
cut in gas rates on the North Side, is alleged 
by Alderman Michael B. Garry of the Eighth 
Ward to be practiced on his constituents and 
others. The charge is made against the 
Chicago Edison company and managers of 


| smaller plants declare they know it to be 


true. For the purpose of furnishing relief 
and putting an end to the complaints, Mr. 
Garry has secured the passage of an order 
instructing the Corporation Counsel to draft 
an ordinance fixing the price of electric light - 
ing at a reasonable rate all over the city. 

The object of the eee ordinance is 
twofold. First, it is expected to abolish 
discrimination on the gart of the larger 
companies. Second, to force the twenty- 
five or thirty plants now operating without 
franchises to go to the Council and ask the 
right to continue in business. If this is 
done, it is argued the city will derive a 
substantial income, which it has lost in 
the past through the neglect of the 
operators of smaller plants to comply with 
the ordinance. 


Alderman Garry's Order.

“Whereas, It is a matter of general and

“There bave been more complaints to the 


the last year of favors granted to certain 
patrons by the Chicago Datson company 
than for anything else,“ said Alderman 
Garry last night. “ It is alleged that in some 
instances as little as one-tenth of a cent 
per hour is charged for light, with sometimes 
half a dosen extra lights thrown in as an 
inducement for the.customer to change his 
patronage to a company which can give him 
all the Hght he may require on the shortest 
notice. In this way two small plants have 
been forced out of business, and it is asserted 
that half a dozen more are on the edge of dis- 
posing of their business interests at a sacri- 
fice. 

Last tall 4 special committee, consisting 
of Aldermen Nagle, Raymer, and myself, 
was appointed to see that all the small elec- 
tric ight plants obtain franchises, the Coun- 
cil having ordered the wires cut where the 
street was being used by these companies. 
That committee now consists of Aldermen 
Hurt, Zeman, and myself. We have suc- 
ceeded in getting several plants to comply 
with the ordinance. Others which refused 
to give up part of their receipts to the city 
have had their wires cut. The Galt House 
plant, which was receiving from $450 to 
$600 a month for light, shut down after its 
wires were cut. When it attempted to re- 
sume business it found the Chicago Edison 
company had secured all its patrons.“ 

The enforcement of the Council's order and 
the passage of a new ordinance fixing the 


plaints’. The question of the right of the 
Council to set a limit on the price of electric 
lighting is expected to be raised, however. 


City Losing Thousands. 

It is estimated that the city is losing 
thousands of dollars annually by the failure 
of the electric plants to secure franchises. 
When Charles F. Gunther was getting a 
franchise it was estimated that he should 
pay the city $600 a year. Mayor Harrison 
held then that it was not enough, as he be- 
Heved each franchise should provide for the 
payment to the city of 10 foe cent of the 
gross receipts. 

We simply are meeting the prices made 
by competitors,” said General Superintend- 
ent Louls A. Ferguson of the Chicago Edi- 
} son company. It is not often we are called 
upon to do this. It occurs only in cases 
where small companies operating in a block 
branch out and try to get some of our busi- 
ness. We are anxious to have a stable price 
for our light and are not in favor of giving 
one patron any advantage over another.“

| CARROLL WILL STEP DOWN 


PRESIDENT ‘OF BUILDING TRADES 
COUNCIL TO RESIGN. 


Announces That His Resignation Is to 
Be Presented N ext Friday Night 
Without Giving Reasons Therefor— 
Retains Position as Delegate from 
Plasterers’ Union and Thereby Pre- 
serves Seat in Central Body—Oppo- 
sition to Schard’s Candidacy. 


Edward Carroll did not resign from the | 


Presidency of the Building Trades council 
last night, nor was he retired from thet body 
as a ‘delegate from the Plasterers’ union 
as had been predicted, but just before the 
conclusion of the session he announced that 
he would offer his resfgnation from the Pres- 
idency at next week's meeting. He did not 
state, however, that he would retire from 
the council, and several significant incidents 
in connection with the meeting indicate the 
probability of his remaining in that body 
as a delegate of the Plasterers’ union. 

Before the meeting Carrall. President 
Irons of the Plasterers’, and others of that 
union, had a lengthy conference, and while 
none of them was disposed to discuss the 
matter it was commen on as significant 
that the name of Daniel McHenry, the eighth 
delegate of the union to the council, who was 
appointed last Saturday night, was not sent 
in to the council. This fact, taken in con- 
nection with the conference, led to the gen- 
eral belief that an understanding had been 
arrived at by which Carroll is to remain as a 
delegate from his union upon his resigning 
the Presidency of the council next Friday 
night. 

Oppose Schard’s Candidacy. 

That his resignation was not forthcoming 
last night occasioned no little surprise among 
the rank and file of the council membership. 
There was much quiet discussion after the : 
meeting as to the reasons therefor. Among 
those opposed to the political clique which 
has been the controlling factor in the coun- 
cil for a long time, it was stated the reason 
was an apprehension of opposition to W. G. 
Schard, because of the manifest politics 
which entered into his candidacy, and that 
the election was postponed for the purpose 
of mollifying this opposition. There has re- 
cently sprung up a strong sentiment among 
the rank and file against the political feature 
of the council, which has taken form in a de- 
termined effort to make the central body a 
purely labor organization through contem- 
plated amendments in its constitution. 

It happens that Schard is President of the 
Bryan and Alschuler Workingmen’s club, 
and the effort to make him President of the 
council, of which the most active promoters 
are men holding political jobs under fhe 
city, is looked upon by many of the members 
of the council not in sympathy with this 
clique as politics pure and simple, and in the 
interest of the Democratic machine. The 
clique is said to be exceedingly anxious to 
avoid any fight on this question if possible, 
and is earnestly protesting against the sug- 
gestion that politics has anything to do with 
the matter in the slightest degree. 


Let Carroll Fight Alone. 

The fact, too, that many of these men 
have been so quick to abandon Carroll in his 
recent fight has been a subject of no little 
comment, for, with the frat suggestion of his 
possible retirement they have apparently 
been directing their energies in the direction 
of naming his successor, with no thought of 
help him fight his battle. An explanation 
may’ possibly be found in the persistent 
rumor that Robert E. Burke is really behind 
the fight to remove Carroll from the Presi- 
dency of the council, because of political 
antagonisms between the two. Burke is said 


to be after Carroll's scalp, and his is sald to 


be the active influence which has drawn the 
political push of the council into line for 
Schard. To have the President of the Bryan- 
Alschuler Workingmen's club also President 
of the Building Trades council is said to be 
regarded by Mr. Burke as the best kind of 
politics in the effect it is likely to have on 
the labor vote of the city. 

Mr. Carroll made no lengthy statement last 
night in stating his purpose to offer his res- 
ignation next Friday night. He simply said 
there had been many reports about his re- 
signing from the Presidency, and, while he 
did not care then to enter into any lengthy 
discussion of the matter, he wanted to an- 
nounce he would offer his resignation next 
Friday night.

Casgrain, who formerly was in charge 
of important civil engineering work for the 
government, was found dead in the after- 
noon in a room at the Hotel La Vita, 211 
Dearborn avenue. A gas jet in the room 
was turned on, and the windows and door 
were tightly closed, It is believed that he 
committed suicide. He was a member of a 
prominent family in Canada. His brother, 
C. E. Casgrain, is a Senator in the Canadian 
Parliament from Windsor. P. B. Casgrain of 
Quebec, a relative, is also a member of Par- 
liament. 

Last Saturday he went to the hotel and 
registered under the name of W. H. Becker, 
Fort Wayne, Ind. He was assigned to a 
room on one of the upper floors, and stated 
that he Intended remaining for several days. 

On Thursday evening he went to his room 
at 11 o’clock and left a call for 10:80 o'clock 
’ yesterday morning. At that time a boy was 
sent, but he falled to respond to knocking 
on the door. At 1:30 o’clock a chambermaid 
detected the odor of gas coming from the 
room and the East Chicago Avenue police 
were notified. They forced the door open“ 
and found the body of Mr. Casgrain lying on 
the bed. From appearances he had been 
dead for several His clothing had | 
been removed. The windows of the room 
were closed and locked and the keyhole in 
the door had been stuffed with paper. The 
identity of the man was established . by 
papers found in his clothing. | 

Only Fifty-five Cents in Pocket. 

Fifty-five cents and a gold watch were aH 
the valuables’ that were found. It is be- 
Meved that he was despondent on account of 
lack of funds. 

Mr. Casgrain was at one time one of the 
best known civil engineersin the West. He 
had charge of many important engineering 
works, one of the most celebrated of which 
was the superintending of the construction 
of the levy along the Mississippi River from 
Warsaw to Quincy, Ill. For fffteen years he 
was employed by the United States govern- 
ment. He was one of the engineers in 
charge of the engineering work of the Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee River harbors.

BRYAN FAILS TO FOOL GERMANS 


Issue of Imperialism the Theme of a 
Caustic Editorial in the Scan- . 
 dinavians’ Organ. 


The Skandinaven, the recognized organ 
of the Scandinavians of Chicago and the 
Northwest, has a caustic editorial on Mr. 
Bryan's efforts to influence the German vote 
by appealing to their supposed hostility to 
imperialism and militarism. It is entitled 
‘Imperialism and the Germans,” and after 
a reference to Mr. Bryan's “ touching faith ”’ 
in the efficacy of his ap „which is cher- 
acterized as “one of the most amusing 
features of his chameleon-like, freakish cam- 
paign,” it says: 

“This specific Bryanite argument is ot 
course mere claptrap, the veriest nonsense, 
as applied to the policy of the present ad- 
ministration. It has just about as much to 
do with the course of the government in the 
Philippines as had the man in the moon with 
the fusion deal in Nebraska. But when ad- 
dressed to our German fellow-citizens it 
ceases to be an empty, meaningless phrase 
and becomes a rank insult; for it calls upon 
them to condemn the course of German his- 
tory and civilization for t 1,100 years 
to blot out from their memories, nay toex- 
ecrate, all the great statesmen and heroes 
who have guided German destiny through 
succeeding centuries—to scorn and loathe 
their fatherland as it stands today: one of 
the greatest, most powerful, and progressive 
nations of the world.“ 

Then follows a concise historical 
of Germany's ess under a policy of im- 
perialism and militarism, of its steadily 
growing population and expanding energies. 
The editorial goes on to say: 

“If the Germans are opposed to the recent 
growth and development of the fatherland 
all they have to do is to wage a successful 
war upon ‘imperialism and militarism.’ 
They do not appear inclined to pursue such 
a policy of retrogression and destruction. 
Nor do they seem disposed to furl their flag. 

But that is precisely what Bryan wants 
them to do. He wants them to condemn all 
that Germany has achieved, all that she is 
today, and all her aspirations. With amaz- 
ing innocence or impudence, or both, he in- 
forms our German fellow-citizens, who are 
justly proud of their fatherland, that Ger- 
man civilization has never been extended by 
conquest, and that the vigorous and proud 
German nation is a down-trodden and op- 
pressed people. And upon such grounds he 
asks their support! ‘ 

Let this apostle of ignorance, this master 
of empty words enter a German society, and 
if he is not proof against fresh impressions 
he will learn something of the true German 
spirit. Let him attend a gathering of a Ger- 
man Kriegerbund and listen to its songs and 
speeches and he will understand why Ger- 
mans, above all other citizens, have nothing 
but contempt and ridicule for his rant about 
‘imperialism and militarism.’ ”

Chairman Jones Has Nothing to Say 
Regarding His Probable Indictment 
Under Texas Statute.

But 1 
frankly declare that even if the dangers so 
luridly depicted by the imperialists really 
existed, my position in the present crisis

GIRL'S WORK saves A LIFE, 


Vnaided She Jumps into a Ditch and 
Rescues Laborer, Buried Alive by 
Cave-In—Now a Heroine. 


Peru, Ind., Sept. 28.--[Special. One labor- 
er, Angelo Fortuna, was entombed and 
seven of his fellows half buried by the cave- 
in of a ditch the men were digging this after- 
noon., Ruth, the 19-year-old daughter of 
N. M. Covington, President of the local elec- 
tric company, a society girl, seeing the plight 
of the men and their inability to rescue 
Fortuna, as they were engaged in extricat- | 
ing themselves, did not stop to summon 
aid, but jumped into ‘the excavation and 
began pulling the rocks and débris from off 
the unconscious workman. Her tender 
hands were soon torn and bleeding from the 
unaccustomed work, but she did not stop | 
until she had removed much of the material 
that covered Fortuna and had seen others 
complete her work. Then she procured 
whisky, and after restoring the man to his 
senses bound up his wounds with strips torn 
from her skirts. The physicians say Miss 
Covington’s promptness saved Fortuna from 
a horrible death. The young woman’s own 
wounds required éurgical attentions and she 
is now the heroine of the city.

Circuit Court Decides Against the Char-

Kenosha; Wis., Sept. 28.—[Special.}—In the 
Circuit Court today Judge Fish, in the case 
ef Mary H. Allen against P. Haynes, G. L. 
Claussen, and B. J. Arnold, declared void 
the franchise granted the defendants to con- 
struct a street railway through Kenosha. 
This put a temporary end to the fight that 
has been going on for the last ten months 
over the projected improvement.

Corporation Counsel begin proceedings seek- 
ing to invalidate the consolidation act. 

e Citzens’ committee will confer with 
State’s Attorney Deneen with reference to 
methods to be pursued. 

The Council Judiciary committee will meet 
again Monday afternoon and will prepare 
measures to be presented to the Council 
meeting Monday night. In addition to the 
recommendation to pass Alderman Dixon's 
order for the appointment of a committee 
to secure legislation authorizing the estab- 
lishment and operation of a municipal gas 
plant the committee will advise the Council 
to pass Alderman Patterson's ordinance, if 
sustained by an opinion from the Corpora- 
tion Counsel.

ordinance originally giving a grant of power 
to the companies the city could not regulate 


rates.

DECLINE IN PEOPLE’S GAS. 


Rumor That New York Capital Is Liqui- 
dating Its Holdings Aids in the 
A Downward Movement. 


New York, Sept. 28.—[Special.]—People’s 
Gas leads the active list of stocks in the de- 
cline in today's stock market. The strength 
which has been manifested in this. stock 
during the last two or three days was absent 
and support was almost wholly lacking. 
“Under liberal offerings there was a sharp de- 
cline at the opening. The close was at 84%, 
fractionally above the low price of the day, 
the net loss from yesterday's final figures 
being 2\ points. | 

There continues to be stories circulated to 
the effect that certain capitalists in New 
York who have been actively interested in 
People’s Gas and other Chicago enterprises 
have been liquidating their holdings. 
Whether this is true or not, one thing is 
certain, the stocks of various companies in 
which these men are interested have shown 
more than the average weakness during the 
last few days. 

The heavy purchases of People's Gas on 
which the recent advance was made have 
been credited to Standard Oil interests. They 
were not purchasers of the stock in today’s 
market, however. 


TO TEACH THE KITCHEN ARTS. 


Department of Domestic Science to Be 
Made a Feature of the Chicago 
Institute. 


Housekeeping and home-making as a sci- 
ence will cofistitute one of the courses at the 
Chicago Institute, which opens on Monday. 
The announcement follows the arrival of 
Mrs. Alice Perloubet Norton, who will take 
charge of the department. The idea is new 
to Western, normal schools. It will be one 
of the ‘institute’s chief features. The ‘de- 
partment is to be opened within a few weeks. 

The patronage of the school will be extend- 
ed beyond the original intent, it is thought, 
by the addition of this feature. Teachers 
will not be the enly students in the school, 
for the domestic science department will ex- 
pect to enroll young married women who are 
anxious to learn the principles of housekeep- 
ing, as well as young women whose reasons 
for being interested are prospective. The 
school differs from others in that it will not 
be a training school, but an educational one. 

Practice will not be neglected, and to make 
the school entirely realistic a large flat has 
been rented. upils in the domestic science 


| class will fi themselves confronting the 


same troubles they face at home. They will 
be given lessons in taking care of the wood- 
work and furniture of a room. Mrs. Norton 
explains that it is not her purpose to sug- 
gest preparations and remedies and how to 
use them. She will teach the underlying 
r so that women will recognize the 

inds of wood they are taking care of and 
will know the effect of different substances 
upon the various finishes which are given 
woodwork. In the kitchen the same prin- 
ciples will be followed out. There will be no 
real cooking school, where the preparation 
of special dishes will be taught, but the 
students will work on foodstuffs to learn 
their properties and discover the chemical 


| .effects of mixing various ingredients. 


In this connection Mrs. Norton is working 
on experiments with yeast. She thinks the 
proper yeast for bread has probably not yet 
been discovered. . say yeast is com- 
monly used,“ said Mrs. Norton, but there 
seems great probability it is not the right 
kind. Brewers have found that the flavor 
and quality of their beer depended largely 
upon the yeast used and they will not use 
the distiller’s yeast. I have discovered that | 
by getting yeast absolutely free from mi- 
crobes the bread will notsour. There is per- 
haps a different culture of yeast that will 
produce a better quality of bread than has 
yet been found.” 

Mrs. Norton hopes to establish a two 
years’ course in domestic science which will 
include studies in the departments of physi- 
ology, psychology, chemistry, physics, peda- 
gogy, and art. It will be open to persons 
outside the regular students of the school. 
Mrs, Norton is said to be an authority in the 
field of domestic science. She comes from 
Brookline, Mass., where she has been teach- 
ing for four years.

The expectation that a verdict would be | 
arrived at yesterday was general, and en- 
tertained by the attorneys for both the State 
and the defense. The failure to reach one 
was a keen disappointment, and wonder was 
expressed at the strong views that must be 
held by the jurymen of opposing opinions. 

The law im the case having been clearly 
stated in the instructions of Judge Holdom, 
the jury has not called upon the court for 
further enlightenment, as generally occurs 
in cases where a jury is unable to reach a 
verdict. That further instructions have not 
been called for is taken to indicate that each 
juror is clear in his mind as to his opinions 
in the case, the situation being simply one 
of a test of endurance. .

Valuable Work on Temperance. . 

“The “Temperance Problem and Social 

Reform.” By Joseph Rowntree and Ar- 
thur Sherwell. Seventh edition, revised 
and enlarged. New York: Truslove, Han- 
son & Comba. ; 

This volume of 784 pages is unquestionably 
the fairest, most thorough, instructive, and 
convincing work of the kind that has any- 
where a There could hardly be a 
better illustration of the true scientific meth- 
od as applied to such a subject as the tem- 
perance problem and social reform —the 
most difficult and most important of all so- 
cial problems. The two joint authors are 
Englishmen, who had both previously proved 
their eminent ability and fitness for such a 
work, not only as expert and tireless inves- 
tigators, but us writers skilled in the art of 
making a lucid statement of the exact and 
most vital facts in a case. They have made 
a thorough study of facts. methods, and ex- 
periments, not only in Great Britain, but as 
well in the. United States, in Canada, and 
elsewhere. The book is, therefore, one of in- 
ternational value. 

The primary object of the volume is to 
consider the question of temperance legisla- 
tion in its relation to the general social preb- 
lem. The good of society at large is the 
paramount issue. It is not claimed that tem- 
perance is any universal panacea. There are 
pressing economic questions which it cannot 
solve. But as these authors believe, “ apart 
from temperance the social problem will re- 
main insoluble."’ No time is wasted over any 
academic question as to whether alcohol is a 
food or a poison. The main questions are 
such as these: What is the actual condition 
of the country with regard to intemperance?

Theagencies which work for temperance 
fall into two main diversions—those that are 
of a restrictive or céntrolling character, and 
those which seek to dry up the springs of in- 
temperance. For convenience these are dis- 

“tinguished as the restrictive’’ and the 
“ constructive” agencies. The authors in- 
sist throughout upon the practical union of 
the two, A strong appeal is made to both 
classes of reformers to unite for a common 
end.

More Light on Bismarck. 


“ Conversations with Prince Bismarck.” 
Collected by Heinrich von Poschinger. 
Harper & Bros. 

After Lowe's and Busch’s works on Bis- 
marck it t naturally be supposed that 
the subject been so thoroughly covered 
as to make more volumes on it hardly de- 
sirable. The present book dispels that illu- 
sion, and, like beauty, is its own excuse for 
being. The conversations here collected, as 
Sidney Whitman says in his introduction, 
“have been almost entirely selected from 

ve of the latest bulky publications of Hein- 
rich von Poschinger, the most industrious 
as well as perhaps the most trustworthy of 
those German writers who have devoted 
themselves to the compilation of the his- 
tory of Prince Bismarck’s career.” Mr. 
Whitman further informs the reader that 
Herr von Poschinger is the only man of 
letters who, since the death of Germany's 
distinguished historian, Heinrich von Sybel, 
has had free access to the official 
records.” 

From these records and from his own in- 
tercourse with the Chancellor Herr von 
Poschinger has given the reader interviews 
with journalists and accounts of conversa- 
tions held with friends and foes, the ‘whole 
constituting a volume of undoubted interest. 
‘Especially is this true of his important po- 
litical conversations, which followed Bis- 
marck’s dismissal in 1890, and which are 
here for the first time given to the public in 
book form. Thesé conversations and inter- 
views are divided, naturally, by the great 
events of Bismarck’s life, and hence the first 
of them concerns the Chancellor in the 
Franco-German war. 

The role Bismarck played in dictating 
terms of peace and diplomatically fashion- 
ing the results of that war are here set forth 
with great clearness, and on the whole ma- 
terially and favorably modifying the gen- 
eral conception of the Iron Chancellor.“ 
Bismarck’s reasons for the terms imposed, 
often given séemingly in his own words, are 
strong.

though faulty book. Its crudeness is always 
apparent, as is also the pains the author 
has taken to polish his werk, but in its con- 
ception the story is good.

She is ill-treated and un- 
happy and out of the kindness of his heart 
he takes her away. From that time she be- 
comes, in name only, his lordship’s Courtesy 
Dame. His wife, whom they meet in Paris, 
believes in her purity, but no one else does. 
After four years they return to England, to 
their home at Milithorpe, where every way- 
farer looks askance at them. This is a great 
grief to Bostern, who sees in it much sor- 
row and persecution for Anne after his death, 
which cannot be far distant. The last days 
of his life are spent in a pathetic attempt 
to secure for her a position beyond the reach 
of calumny. The story at this juncture is 
one of unselfish devotion, commensurate 
with the strength of the characters. The 
situation bristles with possibilities, but un- 
fortunately neither Anne nor Lord Bostern 
is equal to them, and what might have been 
a brave bit of story telling is almost com- 
monplace. ;

“GURSES, NOT LOUD BUT DEEP.” 

Never since 1872 has the Democratic 
party been so demoralized and disheart- 
ened as it is today. It was defeated in 
1896, but it tendered to the voters one 
„paramount issue“ which it did not hesitate 
to defend everywhere. The followers of 
Bryan were wildly enthusiastic and were 
hopeful of victory, This year the Demo- 
cratic party, although increased in numbers 
by the return of many .who left it in 1896, 
is without enthusiasm and is destitute of 
policies which it dares to advocate in all 
parts of the country. 

In the East and in the States of the 
middle West the Democrats are hunting 
blindly and vainly for an issue. They are 
afraid of free silver. They have tried anti- 
“expansion” and it has aroused no en- 
thusiasm. They have taken up the question 
of “trusts’’ and they have found that it 
is a two-edged sword.“ They have tested 
the various issues formulated in the Kan- 
sas City platform and have found them all 
barren. The Democratic managers in the 
great State of New York have come to a 
pass where the only remaining appeal they 
can make to the voters is: “ There ought 
to be a change.” | 

One great cause of the lack of energy 
and warmth in the Democratic campaign 
this year is that there is nothing in the 
platform of the party or the personality of 
its candidate to attract the young men. 
The older men who have lived through an 
era of silver legislation, preceded by green- 
back and fiat money crazes, may be led 
to belief that by American ‘legislation six- 
teen ounces of silver can be made worth 
as much as one ounce of gold through- 
out the world. The young men, reared in 
the healthier atmosphere of business pur- 
suits, refuse to believe such a doctrine. 
They know that sixteen ounces of silver 
have not been worth so much as one of. 
gold for thirty years, and as they are. 


| too intelligent to have faith in the om- 


nipotence of legislation they do not be- 
lieve any act of Congress can more than 
double the value of silver. The assertion 
that that can be done strikes them as a 
mathematical absurdity. 

Nor is there anything in “the anti-ex- 
pansion policy of the Democratic party 
to attract them. The imagination of the 
young men is captivated by the spectacle 
of the American flag floating over remote 
Pacific islands. They are proud that the 
sun is always shining somewhere upon 


American territory. Their love of adven- 


ture is appealed to by these new posses- 


trembling their country take up new prob- 
lems and assume new duties, the young 
men, full of confidence and hope, feel that 
their country is equal to any task. It did 
not take the Democrats long to discover 
that the anti-expansion issue is, like the 
department store trust issue, a “ two-edged 
sword.” 
In the North the Democrats cannot agree 
upon an issue. In the South, which Bryan 
is sure to carry because of the seemingly 
immortal negro question, the doctrines of 
the national platform are speken of with 
indifference or contempt. “The voters of 
the cotton States believe expansion will 
provide new markefs for their great staple. 
They do not bother their heads much about

MR. OLNEY’S INCONSISTENCY. 

In his recent open letter espousing 
Bryan's candidacy, Richard Olney con- 
demns the Republican policy in the Philip- 
pines on the ground that it is a “ policy 
of greed and contempt for alien peoples.” 
In almost the next sentence he denounces 
“the policy, or impolicy, or no policy at 
all,” by which Cuba, lying right at our 
door; the key to the Gulf of Mexico,and abso- 
lutely essential to our defense against for- 
eign aftack, is declared alien territory and 
entitled to all the rights of an independent 
sovereignty.” In other words, Mr. Olney 
blames the government for not keeping 
Cuba, which we had promised to make 
independent, and in the same breath he 
blames it for keeping the Philippines, con- 
cerning’ which no promise was made. In 
Ouba he would break a pledge in order 
to apply that same “ policy of greed and 
contempt for alien peoples which he pre- 
tends to see in the Philippines.

EXPERT TRAINING FOR CONSULS, 

The announcement that the University. 
of Chicago will next spring establish a 
regular course of study intended to fit 
young men to serve as Consuls in for- 
-eign lands is an encouraging one. There 
can be no question that the commercial 
interests of the country have suffered 
largely in the past by the fact that many 
of the men sent to represent the United 
States as consular and commercial agents 
have not been properly fitted for the work. 
Heretofore there has been no opportuni- 
ty for men ambitious to enter the con- 
sular service to acquire even a theoretical 
acquaintance with the duties of the serv- 
ice. It must be said, however, that until 
appointments to the service are placed 
on à merit basis there will not be much 
incentive for young men to take the course. 
So long as consulships are distributed as 
rewards for work in political campaigns 
a man would be foolish to spend several 


years in study in fitting himself for a 


place. He would stand a better chance 
of appointment if the same amount of time 
and money were spent in promoting the 
interests of the party in power, 

The establishment of the course by the 
University of Chicago is, however, a recog- 
nition of a defect in the consular service 
which may possibly lead to its recognition 
by the appointing authorities. It is also 
true that the game course is intended to 
fit young men to act as exporting and im- 
porting agents in foreign countries, 60 
that, failing an appointment in the 
consular service, a graduate might hope 
for employment as the foreign rep- 
resentative of a private corporation, to 
which fitness and expert knowledge is of 
more importance than shrewdness as a 
practical politician. ' 

The establishment of the new course 
may also be said to be a professional 
acknowledgment of the t importance 
which the foreign trade of the United 
States has reached within the last few 
years. The statistics showing the growth 
of exports from the United States to al- 
most any foreign country within the last 
four years are so startling as to explain 
the ubfilled demand for expert service 
abroad, which has led -the university to 
open the school.

THE 16 OF DOMESTIC ANARCHY. |. 
In his speech at Cafion City, Colo., follew- 
ing closely upon the dastardly assault at 
Vietor and the discovery of a conspiracy to 
make a similar assault at Pueblo, Governor 
Roosevelt made an allusion to the former, 
the sentiment of which will be shared by all 
thinking men. The Governor said that 
within forty-eight hours he had found the 
paramount issue in this campaign is to 
keep the orderly liberty that has made us 
what we are” and that “the only danger 
of imperialism that will ever come in this 
country is if it is invited as a reaction 
against anarchy,” It may well be believed 
that Governor Roosevelt did not make this 
statement because of any individual resent- 
ment against the cowardly and ignorant 
persons who made the assault upon him, for 
no man.cares less for a physica) assault 
upon him than he does. It isan illustration 
of his favorite doctrine of the “ strenuous 
life” to which he would take no personal 
exception, but to which he would be likely 
to append a lesson, not soon forgotten, were 
his environment such as to allow of it. The 
Governor was speaking in general terms of 
a menace in this campaign offered by the 
candidacy of Mr. Bryan and the dangerous 
principles which he represents. 
~ Governor Roosevelt is not the only one 
who has foreseen this danger and issued a 
warning to the people against it. Others 
have done the same, dnd among them Will- 
iam B. Hornblower, the eminent New York 
lawyer, who, as a leading Democrat, was 
nominated by Mr. Cleveland for Supreme 
Court Justice. In stating his reasons why 
he is forced to vote against Bryan Mr. Horn- 
blower says that the most important issye 
in this campaign is “ whether our domestic. 
affairs are to be thrown Into confusion and 
exposed to disaster,” and that if the radical 
ideas which Bryan represents were carried 
into effect there would be a reaction in the 
minds of voters Which would carry us far 
in the direction of domestic imperialism, 
which, I suppose, will be conceded to be of 
vastly more moment 4o us and our posterity 
than colonial imperialism,” 

Governor Roosevelt in his warning fol- 
lows closely on the lines of Mr. Hornblower 
in issuing his warning against the domestic 
anarchy which menaces this country and the 
domestic imperialism which will be the cer- 
tain result if Bryan shall be elected and the 
policy of his party, which is the policy not 
of Democracy but of Populism, shall be car- 
ried out. “If ever we grow to substitute 
lawless mob violence for the orderly liberty 


indeed be within & measurable distance of 
losing our liberty,” says Governor Roose- 
velt. “The question of the future of the 
Philippines and of our future, as determined 
indirectly by their future, must wait until 
we have settled the question of the present, 
and that question is whether honesty, integ- 
rity, and common sense shall be applied to 
the financial affairs of the United States or 
whether popular approval shall be given to 
the vagaries, whims, and fallacies of the 
Populists and Bryanites, with all the result- 
ing disaster and dishonor,” says Mr. Horn 
blower.

with Populism is Debsism, and Debsism is 
bnt a synonym for anarchy. All the forces 
of disorder, lawlessness, and anarchy are 
marching behind Bryan's banner.

THIRTY MILLIONS FOR STREETS. 

London is going through a period of 
street improvements unparalleled in ite 
history. These comprised not merely new 
street surfaces, but especially the widen- 
ing of several important thoroughfares in 


the busiest parts of the city, including a 


portion of the Strand and connections from 
it to Holborn. About $30,000,000 has been 


expended or voted within the last twelve 


years for these purposes; the most of the 
amount having been so devoted during 
the. last third of that time. 

A dificult question of taxation has 
been agitated in connection with these 
projects—namely: that of spreading a large 
portion of the cost upon the adjacent land 
according to the benefit received, The ap- 
plication of this “ betterment” principle, 
as it is there called, has, however, been dis- 
appointing in its results, and the cost of 
these improvements has to fall chiefly upon 
the general revenues. / 

Notwithstanding the rapid transit im- 
‘provements for passengers tn the British 
metropolis, both through the extension of 
tramways and the building of underground 
roads, it is found necessary to widen 
various business thoroughfares at enormous 
expense. New York has likewise been en- 
gaged for several years in opening up an 
east side thoroughfare to parallel Broad- 
way, and Boston has long had under dis- 
cussion the widening of Washington street. 

It may be an open question whether pres- 
ent day plans for cities exhibit more fore- 


‘thought for one or five generations to come 


than did the plans of equally remote dates 
in the past. The almost complete ignoring 
of the need for small parks durihg the 
rapid growth of Chicago certainly consti- 
tutes one of the most glaring omissions 
in city planning which can be found any- 
where. It is unfortunate that so much 
public attention and expenditure must go 


for fepairing past mistakes and inadver-

Quiek Recovery In Likely When Differ- 
-emees in Coal Field Are Settled— 
Dun'’s Weekly Review Sees Muck to 
Bneourage in the Situation — De- 
mand for Manufactured. Goods la- 
ereases—Stock Prices Lower, with 
_ the Public Outside the Market. 


New York, Sept. 28.— R. G. Dun & obe 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

„Not Wall street alone but the entire 
business world as well watched the progress 
of efforts to bring about a settlement of the 
strike with active interest. 
This week the paralysis of the anthracite 
industry was more complete than last, and 
the effect was seen upon the distribution of 
merchandise in the East and the placing of 
new orders with manufacturers. Coal ad- 
vanced 26 cents above last week, and the 
larger companies refused to name a selling 


price. 

The strike involved about 15,000 more 
miners and hundreds of tralnmen, but the 
working force has increased largely through 
the settlement tetween the Amalgamated 
association. and several steel companies, 


‘whose works, employing 60,000 men, have 


been idle, while only 1,600 men were affected 
by the shutdown of the Susquehanna Iron 
and Steel company by a strike. 

In the East the conditions seem gen- 
erally favorable for a quick recovery, with 
the coal strike over, while in the West there 
has been no noteworthy reduction in the 
distribution of any class of goods. Weather 
conditions have been favorable for late 
crops and farm work is progressing rapidly, 
except for some damage to grain in shock 
in the Northwest. | 

7 Iron and Steel Are Firm. 

„% Aside from the expected reduction to $26 
for steel rails, and a sale of Bessemer pig 
at Pittsburg at $13.75, the whole list of iron 
and steel products is unchanged. The feeling 
grows stronger thgt bottom has been 
reached. Taking the eleven articles quoted 
in our price tables, it will be seen that after 
an advance of over 100 per cent in 1899 prices 
have declined only about 86 per cent this 
year, and there is already a tendency toward 
a higher level. One company is considering

Boots and Shoes in Demand.

“The month of September closes with a 
rather better outlook in the industria! world 
than was apparent a week or ten days ago.

recourse to America for such a small sum 
as £4,000,000 sterling. It is argued, and no 
doubt correctly, that the money could have 
been raised without difficulty tn Germany 
itself, notwithstanding that the bonds are 
short dated, and it is denounced as nothing 
short of disgraceful that the Finance Minis- 
ter should have to go, cap in hand, to New. 
York for such a beggarly sum.

As for a national 
humiliation in this t, the idea 
would have been scouted here, and it seems 
to us as looking much like a confession of 
weakness that sd much should have been 
made in Germany out of 80 comparatively 
small a matter. 

It is a somewhat curious thing that Great 
Britain, though she has been willing to lend 
freely to South and Central American coun- 
tries, to her own colonies, and even to China 
and Japan, has never extended a hearty wel- 
come to the securities of continental Furo- 
pean countries.
